3. The following is an examiner' s statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does 
not teach or fairly disclose an integrated circuit device having its circuit layout as claimed, 
comprising: first and second complementary data line pairs extending along a first direction, and 
arranged such that first and second data lines of the first complementary data line pair have a 
first data line of the second complementary data line pair disposed therebetween; an equalization 
transistor coupled to respective ones of the fu-st and second data lines of the first complementary 
data Une pair and an equalization transistor gate electrode disposed on the substrate between the 
first and second data lines of the first complementary data line pair; a first precharge transistor in 
the substrate displaced from the first source/drain region along the first direction, and a first 
precharge transistor gate electrode disposed on the substrate between the first and third 
source/drain regions; and a second precharge transistor in the substrate displaced fi"om the 
second source/drain region along the first direction, and a second precharge transistor gate 
electrode disposed on the substrate between the second and fourth source/drain regions, and a 
precharge voltage bus conductor on the substrate and electrically coupled to the third and fourth 
source/drain regions.
